AUTUMN 


The autumn inspection of bulls, under the 
Live Stock Breeding Act, 1925, for bulls 
reaching the prescribed age on 350th Septem- 
ber, 1927, was held during the month of 
August. The number of bulls presented for 
inspection was 2,654. Of these 1,558 were 
recommended by the inspectors as suitable for 


licensing, while 1,116 were rejected as not of 
the required standard of quality or breeding.

A BRIGHTER FARM | 


OUTLOOK. 


AND HOW TO UTILISE IT. 


Engrossed by the work of his farm, and 
musing on the uncertainties of the next 
fair at which he may have to sell or buy 
cattle, the small farmer, whose interests are 
of profound importance to the country, will 
mhaith read rather listlessly the excellent 
little leaflet issued last week by the Director 
of Statistics, opening upon a cheerful note. 
To be told that our live stock showed an 
increase of 2.6 per cent. on Ist June last, as 
compared with that day twelve months, and 
that, the increases rose so high as 33.2 per 
cent. in pigs, and that milch cows went up 
by 4.4 per cent. (a modest but satisfactory 
improvement), and yearling cattle by 7.9, is 
to make the mere economists, the men who 
live ‘not by farming, but by figuring, 
optimistic. And in so far as hope and 


| cattle for export and the production of milk 


courage are as necessary to farming as to 
fighting, the attempt to make the farmer 
sanguine is praiseworthy. It may, indeed, 
and should have, even a directly practical 
result. The Agricultural Credit Corporation 
will shortly be opening its doors’ for the 
transaction of business vital to the welfare 
of the nation. The rates of interest at 
which it will borrow and lend may be 
affected by our agricultural prospects, and 
by those most important results of them, our 
exports and our general balance of 
trade. For these and other business 
reasons it is well to know that our 
agricultural outlook is improving, the 
freight traffic on our Southern § Raitlway 
system increasing, and our emigration 
statistics diminishing. And if the farmer 
joins with some hesitation in mutual felicita- 


tions. upon the fact that the fall in the 
prices of agricultural produce precedes an 
even greater fall in the cost of living 
figures—4.9 in September for the first, 7.4 in 
mid-October for the second—there can be 
no reluctance on the part of the town dweller 
in hailing what he hopes is the first move- 
ment in an upward cycle.

Farmer and Citizen: The Two Outlooks. 
But the point of view of the farmer is 
slower to change than is the citizen's, and 


this is not altogether due to the ‘density > om 


the rather dubious super-sagacity with which 
he is often charged. The farmer is a realist, 
and wants to feel the change (in his trousers 
pocket) before he admits its existence. As 
yet, it is at best a hope, and if the statis- 
ticilan pursues his enquiry far enough he will 
find out why. It may not seriously affect the 
actual situation that our live-stock figures 
are somewhat offset by those of the acreage 
under crops, since we are, roughly, holding 
our owninoats (the actual drop being less 
than a half of one per cent.), and since, 
though there are losses under various root 
crops, sugar-beet (that hope of the future 
has gone up by over 86 per cent. The reduc- 
tion of 2.6 per cent. in the total area ploughed 
can easily be made good, either by renewed 
tillage or by more mixed farming, if the other 
auguries of improvement continue. But there 
is the rub. The farmer will ask why he 
should expect that they will continue, and. 
while pausing for a reply, he may remind 
those who publish an analysis of the exist- 
ing facts of certain other facts, thoroughly 
germane to his situation. He is still, he be- 
lieves, getting too little for agricultural pro- 
duce and paying too much for his non- 
agricultural commodities. 

Here, indeed, the observant statistician 
must confirm his coniention. His. principal 
market is England, and the British Ministry 
of Agriculture figures for farm produce show 
that in September the index figure for dairy 
cows stood at 28, for store cattle at 24. for 
store pigs at 64, for butter at 41. The gene- 
ral agricultural irgex stood at 43. As against 
these figures, what had the farmer to pay for 
his own shop purchases’ We cannot give 
an authoritative figure for small Irish country 
towns, but, if it was below 80, the difference 
was-almost. negligible. . It probably went near 
100 for goods purchased on credit in manv 
small towns. And the Irish farmer is not 
alone in finding a disparity between the price 
for his produce on a market which shows a 
downward tendency, and the price he pays 
for his non-agricuitural commodities. retail, 
with a small decrease, which takes place 
more slowly than that in the cost of food. 
stuffs. The Journal of the Board of Trade, 
discussing agricultural and industrial 
conditions in the United States 
over a ‘lengthy period, states that 

notwithstanding an encouraging rise in the 
prices of some agricultural commodities. there 
is still a wide margin between general agr!- 
culture and general industrial prices, and the 
position of some sections of the farming com- 
munity, which has been a weak link in the 
chain of general prosperity, continues ‘to be 
unsettled and uncertain.’ The margin may be 
less than it is in Ireland. <A graph in a 
recent issue of the U.8. Department’s “Crops 
and Markets’ shows farm prices at about 133 
in the third quarter of this year, and non- 
agricultural wholesale prices at 150. The dis- 
parity there may be less than ours, but it is 
fresh evidence of a widespread phenomenon. 


The “Lag” in Farm Prices. 


_The phenomenon has two phases. It con- 
sists in the fact that the farmer cannot, either 
In protected America or in Free Trade 
Britain, get prices for his produce equivalent 
with the general cost-of-living figure, and 
that, whilst the latter drops relatively 
quickly, the former follows it at a slower 
pace. The other phase consists in the sup- 
posed discovery of alternating periods of 
slumps and booms in farming, which occupy 
long periods. Some American observers 
claim that farm prices are subject to fourteen- 
year periods for cattle, and, perhaps, seven- 
year periods for other classes of live stock and 
for crops. Now, it is difficult enough to 
expect farmers to keep an even, and vet a 
sanguine, outlook during a normal rotation 
period. What would the townsman say who 
was supposed to pursue the emoluments of 
unremitting labour and unbroken anxiety 
through a five-year period, or even a three- 
vear period? ~ But if it be trve that the 
farmer, who ts harassed by immediate diffi- 
culties, may have to think in seven: to-four- 
teen-year periods, what degree of optimism 
can expected of him? It may be truly 
replied that these figures of the economist 
are liable to variation; even in a period of 
comparative slump there will be “‘ups and 
downs,” lesser cycles inside the greater ones. 
But the reply involves many uncertainties. It 
does not confirm in the average farmer 
that spirit of confidence which is one 
of the conditions of success; not to add that 
it makes the problem of agricultural eredit, 
difficult ind This brings us back again 
to the problem of the farmer and the citizen ; 
the employer and his employés, on the one 
hand, who desire to see the cost of living 
fall; the producer, on the other, who sees 
little hope in the marketing conditions brought 
about by world forces, whose reactions on 
him are that if good harvests bring plenty, 
bad markets nullify them.

the Irish live stock industry. The farmer has 
learnt from experience that tillage crops can- 
not be raised successfully without the aid of 
manures, farmyard or artificial, or a combina- 
tion of both. He has failed, however, to 
realise that the raising of cattle for export 
for generations past has been a serious drain 
on the fertility of the land on which the stock 
is pastured, and on large areas of such land 
no steps whatever have been taken to restore 
the fertility which has been lost. To make 
matters worse, the pastures on which store 
cattle are raised are, for the most part, those 
on which dairy cows are pastured, and have 
to be maintained during the period of maxi- 
mum milk production. 


land amounted to 352,000 tons, as against 
504,000 tons in the corresponding period of 
1926. In the main the increase is to be attri- 
buted to heavy arrivals from Denmark, which 
have amounted. to 208,000 tons to date this

Phosphate of lime, the most valuable 
mineral manurial constituent of soils, is re 


‘quired in comparatively large quantities by 
‘growing animals for the building up of their 


bodies, and by dairy cattle for the supply of 
the requisite mineral matter for the produe- 
tion of milk. This explains the reason why 
stock farming, as it is commonly practised, 
‘‘wears out ” pasture land in the course of 


has probably been caused, to some extent, by 
the operation of the embargo-on imports of 
fresh meat from the Continent, but “ other 
countries ” were already sending larger quan- 
tities before the embargo (16,000 tons in 
January to May, 1926, against 8,000 tons in 
the corresponding months of 1925), and it 
may be noted that receipts from those 
sources during the past four months at a

How Poor Grass Lands Can Be Jmproved. 


What has just been written makes it clear 
that the surest method of restoring and main- 
taining the fertility of pasture land is the 
application, in some form or other, of 
phosphate of lime. | Superphosphate, basic 
slag and ground. mineral phosphates 
are the principal fertilisers which supply 
phosphate of lime. While good re- 
sults have been obtained froni the use of all 
these fertilisers on Irish pastures, high 
grade, high soluble basic jlag has hitherto 
been the most extensi ff used throughout 
the country. The remarkable improvement 
which follows its application to poor grass 
lands is convineing evidence of the extent 
to which the reserves of phosphate of lime 
in the land had been depleted. 

The potential improvement of poor pastures 
is well demonstrated by the results obtained 
from a series of experiments on manuring 
for milk and beef carried out on the Clona- 
kilty Agricultural School farm from 1914 to 
1915. The improvement resulting from a 
single dressing of basic slag was measured i) 
terms of increaed milk and. beef production 
during three succeeding seasons. The first 
experiment was conducted on a field ci 12 
acres of poorish grass land, half of whieh 
received a dressing of 3 tons of basic slag. 
The excess yield of milk from the marured 
portion of the field for 24 w:eks each year 
amounted to 1,138 gallons for the three 
seasons, and the results work out as follows :

The balance represents an increased net 
return from the manured portion of the field 
at the rate of £1 15s. per statute acre per 
annum for three years; the excess yield of 
1,138 gallons of milk being produced at the 
attractive rate of lid. per gallon. The im- 
provement brought about by the dressing of 
slag was by no means exhausted when the 
experiment was concluded. 

“he second experiment, carried out in 1917, 
1918 and 1919, on a field of 11 acres, half of 
which received a dressing of 2 tons of slag, 
gave still more remarkable results. The ex- 
cess yield of milk from the manured portion 
of the field for 16 weeks in the first two 
seasons amounted to 1,123 gallons; and the 
excess increase in live weight of the bullocks 
pastured on the land during the third season 
amounted to 9 cwt., the results being as 
follows :—

home-bred economist who rushes to an un- 
halanced protection as a remedy for all ills. 
They dictate a desire in a nation to espouse 
‘‘industries ” as against agriculture, without 
due consideration of the probable fruits of 
such a union, They tend to make the 
financier and the banker look askance at the 
plea—often mounting to a clamant demand— 
from the farmer for cheap and easy credit. 
(In passing, we note that the French Govern- 
ment this year has made provision for agri- 
cultural credits for economic purposes through 
credit societies at a general rate of 3 per 
cent., falling in the case of cultivators with 
relatively large families to lower rates, with 
24 as the minimum.) They tend to restrict 
export in favour of home consumption, so 
to escape the pressure of world forces—not 
always wisely. And those who doubt the 
wisdom of artificial barriers, as applied to 
agriculture (save, perhaps, temporarily, as a 
kind of nursery fire screen), are in this diffi- 
culty, that, although they cannot deny the 
existence of long cycles of depression, they 
vannot point to an immediate effective 
remedy. The real remedy, a comprehension 


bring about many unfortunate results. They 
give farmers a natural distaste for the most 
vatural of all avocations. They produce the 
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by the farmer of the true causes of depres- 
sion and a mastery by him of the technique 
of his calling, together with the ability to 
roduce the best quality of product, market 
it in the best way, and adapt his methods 
to bis client’s wanta, 1s slow difficult, and 
not always sure w bring an immediate in- 
crease in profiv. 

In the long run, these are the methods by 

which farming will rehabilitate itself after a 
depressed period. We know of no other per- 
manent remedies. But, in the meanwhile, 
can nothing be done during the long, slow 
interval ? here is, we think, one thing to 
do, and it is perhaps better begun during a 
boom than during a slump. if, as various 
predictors announce, agriculture has reached 
the bottom of an abyss, and is about slowly to 
climb out of it, we think the opportunity 
has come to work harder than before on 
disseminating knowledge—about the practice 
of Milotiatá of course; but that aspect 
is unlikely to be overlooked, but still more 
about the marketing situation as it alters 
from day to day.

A feature of the trade in live animals 
for food has been the fact that since April 
no animals have been registered as imported 
from countries other than the [Irish Free 
State, with the exception of 198 cattle from 
South Africa which arrived in July. The 
Irish Free State has sent fewer cattle than 
in BREA. but rather more sheep and. lambs, 
and twice as many pigs (306,385 against 
155,419 in ae & Detober’ 1926). 

The net value of the improvement of the 
pasture in this experiment was at the rate of 
almost £3 per acre per annum for three 
years, In the third season, one acre of that 
portion of the field which was slagged more 
than two years previously. produced as much 
live weight increase in bullocks as two acres 
of the unmanured portion of the field. There 
is a very pointed moral in results such as 
these. Not alone can the stock-carrying 
capacity of our pastures be increased to a 
very great extent, with all the attendant 
advantages of a bigger ‘production in milk, 
butter and beef, but the health of the stock 
itself. is bound to be beneficially affected 
through the better quality of the grazing 
and the longer grass season which invariably 
follow the use of slag or other phosphatic 
manures.

Professor O’SULLIVAN, Minister for 
Education, said that all that was asked was 
that those who/served the State either in the 
local bodies or in tne Central Government 
should not use violence, intrigue, or illegal 
means to upset the State.

Professor O'SULLIV AN said that the Act 
was not aimed at their political opponents. 
There was nothing in it to prevent public 
servants from taking the oath and working 
for what Mr. de Valera called “ the larger 
freedom,” provided it was done in a 
legitimate and Constitutional manner. There 
was nothing to prevent them trying to induce 
the people to amend the Constitution, and 
amend it vitally. :

Mr. LEMASS—Well, if it is a lie 1 with- 
draw it. 

The SPEAKER—Wait, I think Deputy 
McDonagh ought to withdraw the word “‘lie.”’ 

Mr. McDONAGH—It is the truth. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. LEMASS said that practically every 
public board passed resolutions about treasou 
and disloyalty, and a few vears afterivards 
they rescinded them.

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The Free State Senate yesterday discussed 
the question of transpdrt. 

The following motion stood in the hance 
of Mr. O’Farrell:—‘' That, in view of the 
rapid and increasing development’ of road 
motor transport, of which there is no 
effective national or local regulation or con- 
trol, resulting in chaotic transport conditions 
(involving wasteful competition, disregard of 
public safety, and unnecessary’ export of 
capital), the Seanad is of opinion that the 
necessity for the establishment of a }*inistry 
or Department. of Transport, charged with 
the regulation and, as far as practicable, the 
co-ordination of all branches of inland trans- 
port, and to deal with other matters relating 
thereto, is urgent, and should be proceeded 
with as early as possible.” 

The Chairman (Lord Glenavy) mentioned 
that he had heen notified that the Minis» 
for Industry and Commerce was ill, but that 
he hoped to be able to attend next Wednes- 
day. In the circumstances he suggested that, 
as it would be desirable for the Minister to 
be present during the debate on the motion, 
that it might be well to postpone it until 
that day. 

Several Senators expressed a desire to .ipen 
the debate, and then adjourn it until the 
Minister coulg be in attendance. This course 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Farrell asked leave to amend the 
motion by deleting the part of the motion 
before the words '' the Seanad is of opinion.’’ 

The Chairman said that he would like to 
have agreement, and the only thing that 
occurred to him was whether there might be 
some difficulty in the minds of some of the 
Senators as to committing themselves to a 
resolution. He suggested that instead of the 
words ‘‘and should be proceeded with as 
early as possible,” the motion should con- 
clude with the words ‘‘and should be con- 
sidered by the Executive as early as pos- 
sible.”’ 

A REVOLUTION. 

Mr. O'Farrell accepted this form, and, 
proposing the motion, said that whatever the 
views of the Senators might be as to detail, 
they would, he felt sure, agree as to the 
necessity for more effective transport regula- 
tions than existed at present. <A revolution 
in transport was taking place—one might 
say had taken place~although its ultimate 
extent was still impossible to assess. That 
development had come about so rapidly that 
matters were quickly getting out of hand. 
The Government had failed to take steps to 
give some ordered direction to that new 
development, 

The longer the matter should be shelved 
the more difficult it would become. Chactic 
conditions already existed. Every week new 
vested interests were being created. He 
believed that they were on the eve of a big 
transport war. Already along certain roads 
which took the cream of the traftic it was in 
evidence, and it was more through good 
luck than through good management that the 
competition had not resulted in serious 
casualties not only im respect of persons 
travelling on the omnibus, but people using 
the roads, 

THE TIME FOR ACTION, 

An effort should be made to regulate and, 
as fa as possible, co-ordinate the various 
forms of transport. Transport was vital to 
the industrial and economic development of 
They had not efficient transport 
services, and as matters stood they were not 
likely to have them in the future. They 
might have cheay fares on certain railways 
during certain hours, but that did not connote 
an eificient transpoit service. 

In order to have any. kind of 
progress all branches of transport must be 
treated as part of a single whole. He quoted 
the statement made by Sir Eric Geddes in 
the British House of Commons as to the vital 
importance of inland transport, and said that 
if it were necessary for England it was much 
more necessary for Ireland. 

Although a commission that set up 
in 1923 to inquire into the canals recom- 
mended that they should he placed under a 
single authority the Government took no 
action. kin March, 1927, the Railways 
and Road Motor Services Act was 
passed, It gave power to railway companies 
to run road motor services, He agreed with 
that, but control should be extended to all 
motor road services. At present private com- 
panies ran “buses on any road they liked. 
charged what fares they pleased, and rendered 
such service as they liked. All services 
should be controlled and run under simila 
conditions. The owners of ‘buses used the 
public roads of the county, for the damage to 
which they did not pay. j 

A Departmental Committee on traffic was 
now sitting, but the terms of reference did 
not empower it to consider the questions of 
reorganisation and the national control of 
trafic. Another committee set up by the 
Government could deal only with Government 
harbours, and could not consider Cork or 
Dubhn. The policy of the members of the 
Government right through seemed to have 
been to deal with transport only when the 
circumstances of the case compelled them, 
and then they only touched it in a piecemeal 
and hesitating way. None of the different 
commissions had been instructed or authorised 
to consider the particular branch or problem 
of transport with which it was concerned in 
its relation to any other branch or problem of 
the same question. It had never regarded 
transport as a whole 

POPULAR AND PROFITABLE. 

Meanwhile, road motor transport had be 
come popular, and evidently profitable With 
free highways, low taxation and absolute free 
dom from regulation and restriction, it was 
small wonder that speculators of all kinds 
had taken to road motor transport as a new 
and unexploited industry. Competition in 
transport, as in other services, might be very 
desirable, but that depended very much upon 
the nature of the competition. What sort of 
competition had they in the Free State at 
present? Something mn the nature of severa! 
dogs—-some very large and some very small- 
fighting for a very tiny bone. There was no 
referec, no —linesman, rules oí 
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the game. Surely, it was vain to 
hope that an eflicient transport system would 
emerge from a dog fight like that. There 
was no co-operation, no co-ordination among 
the various competing companies, and no con- 
sideration for public requirements. . 

The time-tables of ‘bus companies were 
arranged to meet competition, regardless of 
public accommodation. Many of the ‘buses 
wero owned by people working on credit, 
with no provision against third-party risks. 
That was a very serious consideration, and 
one which should have the immediate atten- 
tion of the Government. The public had 
no means of ascertaining to what extent, if 
any, ‘bus companies were secured 2,ainst 
third party risks. The entry of the raiiway 
companies as road transport Companies was, 
of course, going to imerease the aumber of 
vehicles on the roads, but the tact that the 
only control. exercised at all was in connec- 
tion with the railway ‘buses and lorries, 
would mean that the tendency in the future 
would be for railway. Companies to secure 
coutrolling influences in other 'bus companies, 
so as to enjoy the freedom from restriction 
or public control that those companies en- 
joyed. 

[he position was one which must quickly 
be relieved, unless they were to have keen 
industrial rivalry likely to abserb in its strife 
an enormous amount of wealth and effort, 
which at this time was so vitally needed 
towards increasing national production. 


BIG OR ERS. 

All the 'buses and lerries were imported. 
He understood that one company had given 
an order for forty "buses in Great Britain. 
That meant £60,000. There was no necessity 
for that hasty order, except to capture traffic. 
One result of those developments would be 
an over-capitaiisation of the industry, which 
would have to be paid by increased rates and 
fares and sweated labour. ~ 

Supervision was of a very casual nature at 
present. There were at least two ‘buses 
running in and out of Dublin with wobbly 
front wheels, and he understood that it was 
not an unusual thing to see one of those 
buses disabled by the roadside. Yet they 
were allowed to continue in service. 

‘Buses had come to stay and had a useful 
purpose to fulfil, and intelligently and pru- 
dently regulated they had a great future in 
store. But if the public interest was to be 
preserved and a suicidal rail and road trans- 
port competition avoided, the Government 
should take steps immediately to— 

(1) Determine broadly whether rail and 
motor services are to be regarded as 
complementary or definitely competi- 
tive : 

(2) Institute a 
into thei 
burdens; 
Ascertain whether, as is proposed of 
passenger traftic in London, an agreed 
allocation of traffic is possible, especially 
in certain analogous areas all over the 
country ; 

(4) Determine whether the amount of public 
control over the railways under the Act 
of 1924 should not be increased, anc the 
principle extended to comprehensive 
treatment of road transport, viewed in 
conjunction with the railways. 

From a programme of that kind, he said, 
some definite guidance might emerge, with 
the saving of a very large amount of public 
Money at a time when Re country economl!- 
cally had nothing to waste. 

A WHOLE-TIME JOB. 

It was evident that this subject 
sufficient importance to warrant the undivided 
attention of a single Ministry. It would be 
unreasonable and futile to expect that either 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce or 
the Minister for. Local Government could 
devote the time, the thought, and the 
Bcientifie inve ‘tigation that wePe neceSsarv to 
& comprehensive treatment of the question of 
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transport organisation. 

He suggested that a nev ! 
least a new department, should be established, 
to which would be entrusted all matters of 
transport—railways, road transport, and 
Posts and Telegraphs. The extra expense ol 
appointing another Minister would be saved 
many times over by the economies effected 
through co-ordination and by 
etticiency which regulation and co-ordination 
would bring. The problem was so complex, 
so utterly unregulated, that it would he im 
possible to have it given the attention it 
deserved by any haphazard distribution of 
different phases of the same problem among 
different departments. It could not be , 
by a discussion there. It required the careful 
consideration of a Minister... with a competent 
committee of experts in transport regulation 
and in road construction and maintenance.

OF DESTITUTION.” 
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From Our SPECIAL CORRESPOXDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 

Although the full returns are not yet 
available, it is anticipated that the Popp 
Day collections here from all sources, tacked 
ing special offertories in local churches, will 
exc last year’s total by more than £100 
and reach £500. In addition, there was an 
anonymous gift of £100, which, although 
strictly speaking, portion of Cork’s contribu- 
tion to Earl Haig’s Fund, was given for the 
relief of those in Cork who do not ordinarily 
become eligible for assistance under the ex- 
isting rules of the British Legion. 

The Rev. W. A. Weatherall, the hon. 
secretary to the local committee, is pleased 
with the result of this year’s effort, which 
constitutes a record for Remembrance Day 
collection. 

He points out, however, that this sum is 
not nearly sufficient to relieve the distress 
and want among the ex-Serive men in the 
city. ‘Until one comes face to face with 
the stark realities of individual cases.” he 
said, “it is almost unbelievable the amount 
of destitution which prevails.” 

“ Fifty per cent. of the cases which we 
have to handle,” he added, “ are those of 
families from three to five in number. who 
are absolutely destitute, and how they 
Manage to exist at all is a complete 
mystery.’ 

As an instance of the poverty of many of 
the recipients of relief Mr. Weatherall men 
tioned that ten per cent, of the total number 
Of families being assisted had incomes of 
less than £1 per week. 

The plight of many éx-Service men is 
rendered more desperate by the fact that not 
only are they unable to gain employment, 
except of the most casual character, but, in 
addition, they have—some of them for 
several years—been debarred from receiving 
unemployment benefit.

MR. J. HUMBERT CRAIG’S 
PAINTINGS.

INTERESTING ~XHIBITION. 


In the exhibition of his work which he has 
shown in Dublin from time to time Mr. J, 
Humbert Craig, A.R.H.A., has established 
his claim to be ranked among the 
best of the present-day painters. In 
all his work there are compelling 
qualities that insure a ready welcome, 
In the collection of over 60 paintings in the 
exhibitions opened at the Mills Hall, Mer- 
rion row, Dublin, yesterday afternoon there 
is not a pictyre which one would not foel 
happy to possess. Here are landscapes and 
sea pieces of spots visited by the painter in 
the Counties of Antrim and Donegal, and 
very happily has he treated his subjects. As 
one enters the hall the attention is caught 
and held by the play of light on the gorse 
in a delicate study of “ Springtime at Innis- 
glush " (No. 8). This light treatment is a 
strong feature of most of Mr. Craig’s work. 
He has the gift of catching nature in the 
most varying moods, Now, as in “ Millisle 
Strand, Co. Down ” (No. 12), he has reflected 
the subtle blush of the evening sun; again 
it is the streak of sunlit sea showing against 
the black distant headland—‘‘Garron Point, 
as seen from Cushendun’’ (No. 

The artist has given much attention to 
light effects on water, and the power of his 
touch is evident in the treatment of “ A River 
in the Sand ” (No, 14)—the peculiar liquid- 
clear quality of the stream in the foreground 
being wonderfully caught. His largest canvas 
is a very reposeful scene at Leenane, Conne- 
mara (No. 43), looking across Killary Bay 
The handling of the light and shade across 
the inlet and mountain side is excellent. Like 


' effects are achieved alsu in another Conne- 


mara painting, “ Sunshine and Shadow” (No. 
41). A very artistic pair of Ea“ are two 
studies of the Bann Valley (Nos. 37 and 40), 
both of which briag up markedly the soft 
velvet of the valley, through which the river 
is shown winding its lazy way. That warm 
rich tone is even more happily felt in the 
“Dun River at Bonarore’’ (No, 62). In 
scenes like “The Cushendun Hills ” (No. 38) 
and “Hill of Antrim ” (No. 59) the painter 
has caught the hill tops all aglow in a lovely 
blaze of colour, while the uplands and moun- 
tain side are thrown into a -deep mystic 
shade.

VIEWS, 


FREE STATE’S GOOD 
RECORD.

Mr. David Telford presided at a dinner 
given last night by the Tnstitate of Chartered 
Accountants in Ireland at the Shelbourne 
Hotel, Dublin. There were about one hundred 
present. 

The toast of “The Governor-General and 
the Prosperity of the Irish Free State” was 
ywroposed by the Chairman. He said that 

is Excellency was a very notable and out- 
standing fgure in the history of this State. 
It would be presumptuous on his part to 
discuss the manner in which the Governor- 
General had carried out the duties of his 
office, but he might say that the Governor 
General war a man of wide experience, of 
great tact and wonderful wisdom, and he 
commanded their admiration. (Hear, hear.) 

Ireland was not as aay ig as they 
would like her to be. hey had got great 
shortness of money He-was sorry to see 
such a large amount of unemployment. Many 
people blamed the Government for that. He 
did not hold any brief for their rulers, but 
if people who viewed things in that light 
cast their eyes over the world they would 
conclude that there was nothing peculiar 
about the state of Ireland, but that the con- 
dition of most of the countries of the world 
wae just as bad. 

Grants for the relief of unemployment 
would not bring permanent prosperity; the 
dole would not bring it; tarifis would not 
bring it. If they wanted to be prosperous 
they would have to take a hand in it them- 
selves. There was no country in the world 
that was not looking for markets, and if they 
wanted to keep their place in the sun they 
should increase their production. They should 
see that their seHing organisation was more 
perfect. He did not want to build a wall 
about Ireland and let them take in each 
other’s washing. There wore a number of 
friends from Northern Ireland present, and he 
hoped and believed that intercourse of that 
kind would tend to promote good feeling. He, 
therefore, proposed the toast of “ The 
Governor-General and Prosperity to this 
Country,’ and, when he said this country, 
he meant North and South. (Applause.) 

INDIVIDUAL EFFORTS. 

Mr. Joseph Brennan, Chairman, Currency 
Commission, responded. He spoke of the 
contribution of the individual towards the 
attainment of prosperity, as distinct from 
the exteht to which one ought to look for 
prosperity through the action of the State 
or in an organised way. It was sometimes 
forgotten that some of the most important 
factors contributing to sir were mat- 
ters directly and mainly within individual 
control, such as commercial morality and 
industry. Among other matters he men- 
tioned education. as one of the. things in 
which the State had done a great deal, and 
promised more. | sae 

Thev had in the Free State a condition of 
! er, and on that score there was 
nothing in which they could be said to lag 
behind the best governed countries in the 
world. The administration of justice was 
unimpeachable, and they had practically a 
clean record with regard to crime, Statistics 
showed that emigration had decreased in the 
past year. ‘Traffic over railways had in- 
creased, the adverse trade balance had been 
reduced considerably, and there were other 
signs that the movement in the country was 
upward.

Mr. J. Hubbard Clark, ex-High Sheriff of 
Dublin, proposed the toast of the Institute 
of Chartered Accountants in Ireland. He 
said that the Institute knew no ni brut 
vet it seemed remarkable that the politician 
was the accountant’s best friend, and that 
legislation in Ireland and elsewhere was very 
largely responsible for tho prominence and 
success of the profession of accountancy. 
Many members of the business community 
were suffering very much from some of that 
recent legislation, not so much in big things 
as in petty annoyances that made it almost 
impossible to carry on. This might have 
been obviated if these measures had been 
submitted to their council before they be- 
came the law of the land. 

Mr, A. H. Muir, Belfast, President of the 
Institute, in reply, said that they were an 
Irish Institute—an all-Ireland Institute. They 
were making steady progress; the standard 
of their examinations was high-~as high as 
that of England or Scotland—and the out- 
luok for accountants was still AE 

Mr. T. J. Morrison proposed the toast of 
the guests, and‘ referred in humorous style 
to their friends from the North, whom they 
all welcomed. Continuing in the same spirit, 
he spoke of the border line between the Free 
State and the North, and gaid that there 
would be no border line if these Belfast 
gentlemen recognised that Dublin is the 
capital of Ireland. 

Mr. J. J. McElligott, Secretary to the 
Ministry of Finance, responded. He said 
that the State might take some credit for 
having fostered very largely the accountants’ 
profession. The accountants had rendered 
great service to the Free State, and had 
helped the Government in many commissions 
of inquiry that had been set up, rendering 
very often gratuitous service of an onerous 
and painstaking character.

THE BEER DUTY. 
APPEAL TO REDUCE IT TO 50/- 
PER BARREL. 


Lord Rathdonnell (Chairman), presiding at 
the annual general meeting of the 
Northern Brewery, Ltd., Dundalk, yesterday, 
strongly criticised the action of the Free 
State Government in maintaining the beer 
duty at £5 per standard barrel as compared 
with 7s. 9d. per barrel in pre-war years. 
Notwithstanding representations made to the 
Government the high duty remained. 

He regretted that their profits during the 
year had decreased considerably, due en- 
tirely to the excessive duty. As a result 
of this serious falling-off in earnings, the 
drectors were able to place only £500 to the 
reserve fund, as aganst £1,000 last year. 

During the past BA two further Irish 
breweries were unable to carry the burden, 
and closed down. He appealed to the Go- 
vernment to deal more kindly with this old 
Irish industry, and reduce the duty at least 
to 50s. per barrel. 

‘Stout and ale are, after all,” continued 
the chairman, “ the working man’s beverages, 
and the industry of brewing and malting is 
a most important one, giving considerable 
employment, and spending large sums in the 
purchase of Irish barley. The industry pays 
more to the Goverment in duty and taxes 
than any other.” Unless liberal concessions 


were made he took a gloomy view of the in- | 


dustry in the future. 

Continuing, Lord Rathdonnell said that 
there might be some question as to the 
amount of drink which the working man con- 
sumed, but there could be no question of his 
right to get some refreshment and at a fair 
price after his day's work. 

The annual report, which was adopted 
unanimously, showed that the profit for the 
year amounted to £4,340, out of which a 
dividend of ls. per share, less income tax, 
was voted for the half-year ended September.

LIMERICK CALL FOR A 
SIXPENNY TARIFF,

The Limerick County Agricultural Com- 
mittee yesterday adopted a resolution that the 
Government should be called upon to put a 
tariff of 6d, in the £ on foreign bacon or, as 
an alternative, to prohibit its import. 

The resolation will be sent to the Tariff 
Commission. 

IMPORTS ANQ EXPORTS. 

Mr. M. Ryan, who moved the resolution, 
said that the bacon industry was a dying 
industry, and something should be done to 
protect it. 

In 1925 the Free State imports totalled 
£2,203,156, and the exports were 22,964,617. 
In 1927 the imports were £1,380,925 and the 
exports £1,533, For nine months of this 
year the imports were £291,200 and the 
exports £383,000. 

Mr. Harnett seconded the motion. 

Mr. Cahill said that it would be hard to 
put on a tariff if it increased the price of the 
poor man’s food. 

Mr. Carroll held that the prices in the 
factories should be adjusted to enable the 
curers to produce bacon like America’s heavil 
salted bacon. This could be done if the 
in the £& tariff was put on for, say, three 
months. 

Mr. Madden said that he was in favour of 
selected tarifis, as advocated by President 
Cosgrave, for this country. They should be 
very slow about the matter, he said. It 
was too bad that they should be “ exporting 
millions of foodstuffs and importing millions 
of bad stuff.” 

EVERY PIG A LOSS. 

The Chairman said that the resolution was 
an important one. ‘‘ Every pig killed in the 
factories for some years past was in debt to 
the producer.” Farmers were twitted that 
their sons and daughters would not feed pigs ; 
but why should they if the price. did not pay 
for their labour and the cost of feeding’? In 
the United States—said to be the richest 
country in the world—every third person had 
& motor car, and tarifis were imposed there 
when they snited. Some years ago they put 
a tariff of 8d. in the £ on Irish bacon and 
6d. on Irish butter.

NO SERIOUS CRIME. 


In a the Belfast Commission yester- 
day, the Lord Chief Justice said that there 
were only thirty-two cases to be tried, 
although there were forty-three prisoners con- 
cerned and over fifty bills to be considered. 

Speaking of the state of the city, he said 
that crimes of violence had disappeared. 
Apart from one case of murder, there was 
not a single case of violence to be tried at 
that Commission. Violence was, unfortu- 
nately, at one time very common in the city, 
in the shape of what were called holds-up, 
but these were stopped largely by the 
courage of the Belfast jurors, who found true 
verdicts where necessary, and thereby con- 
tributed ‘to the administration of the law. 
He could, therefore, congratulate them on 
the state of affairs in their great city. 

Reported crimes had fallen from 194 at 
that period lasi year to 165, a net decrease 
of 31 cases. Curiously enough, the decrease 
was to found in one class of offence. Last 
year there were 54 cases of breaking and 
entering shops, and this year there were only 
39. He did not know whether unemploy- 
ment, having diminished to some extent, was 
one of the causes of the decrease, or whether 
it was increased efficiency on the part of the 
police and more care on the part of the 
owners of shops, but he was glad to be able 
to report such a decrease. 


CORK EXHIBITION 
PROJECT. 


RUMOURS REGARDING DUBLIN 


From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 

At to-day's meeting of Cork Harbour Com- 
missioners, Mr. C, C. Mercier drew attention 
to the statement of Sir John Scott regardin 
a proposal for an exhibition in Cork, and hel 
that Sir John’s statement that Dublin antici- 
pated an exhibition that would surpass Cork’s 
was incorrect. In support of this he read a 
quotation from a newspaper report to the 
effect that no such idea was prevalent in 
Dublin, : 

Sir John replied that his statement was per- 
fectly correct, and that Mr. Mercier s state- 
ment was absolutely incorrect. No later than 
last evening he heard again that there was a 
move being made to have an exhibition in 
Dublin in 1929-1930. 

The year 1930, he said, would be a very 
important year for Ireland, because he under- 
stood that the meeting of the great Eucharistic 
Congress would be held in Ireland during that 
year, and if they started an exhibition in 
1929 they could easily carry on to 1930. He 
had private information that this was Dublin’s 
idea. He had no personal interest in the 
matter, but had mentioned it in the interests 
of the citizens.

SIR ARTHUR FRANCIS PEASE, 


BART. 

Sir Arthur Francis Pease, Bart., of Middle- 
ton Lodge, Middleton Tyas, near Darlington, 
died suddenly yesterday, aged sixty-one. ir 
Arthur was attending a meeting of the 
Horden Collieries at Darlington when he 
became suddenly ill and was taken home, 
where shortly afterwards he died. 

Sir Arthur Pease, who was the first holder 
of a Baronetcy created in 1920, was the 
eldest son of the late Mr. Arthur Pease, 
M.P., of Darlington. He was a brother of 
Lord Daryngton and a cousin of Lord Gain- 
ford and of Sir Alfred Edward Pease, Bart. 
Chairman of Pease and Partners, Limited, a 
a director of Lioyd’s Bank, Limited, and of 
the London and North-Eastern Railway. Sir 
Arttur was an Alderman of Durham County 
Council, and in 1922 was elected Chairman. 
Two years earlier he had filled the office of 
Hich Sheriff. From January, 1918, to March, 
1919, he was Second Civil Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

In 1880 Sir Arthur married Laura Matilda 
Ethelwyn, daughter of the late Charles Peter 
Alix, of Swaffham Prior House, Cambridge. 
He is succeeded in the Baronetcy by his son, 
Richard Arthur Pease, Captain, retired,

LABOUR AND THE 
POLITICAL LEVY.

From Ovr ConRtsPOoNDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The Northern House of Commons to-day 
considered in Committee the Trade Disputes 
und Trade Union Bill, 

Mr. Samuel Kyle, leader of the Labour 
Party, moved that Clause 1 be deleted. He 
said that in Great Britain a Cabinet Minister 
had to resign his directorship of all com- 

nies. This was not the case in Northern 
ba and if a strike took place in an 
industry with which any member of the 
Iovernment was concerned as a director of 
4 company, it might be held that such a 
strike was an attempt to coerce the Govern- 
ment, and the ‘persons taking part in such 
a strike might be liable to three months’ 
imprisonment. They were attempting to 
follow the provisions of the British Act, but 
in this case there was a difference to the 
disadvantage of the workers in Northern 
Ireland. 

Proceeding, Mr. Kyle said that it would 
be absolutely impossible for anyone to deter- 
mine beforehand whether a strike, would be 
ruled to be illegal under the clause, and 
that was a stupid position to enforce in this 
most vital question to the trade union move- 
ment. Lhe Government was deliberately 
following the British Government in this 
matter, and the result would be likely to 
upset the good feeling which had existed for 
many years between the employers and 
employés in Northern Ireland. There was no 
possibility of a genera] strike taking place 
In Northern Ireland, and such a thing was 
not desirable. The Government ought not to 
bring in such a bill, which did nothing but 
stir up bad blood, and the Government 
would live to regret it, 

NO DIFFICULTY ANTICIPATED, 

The Minister of Labour (the Right Hon. J. 
M. Andrews) said that those members of the 
Government who were interested in public 
companies had, when they became members 
of the Northern Government, resigned those 
positions when they believed that it was in 
the public interest to do so, and he thought 
it was rather unfair of Mr, Kyle, in those 
circumstances, to use this argument of the 
personal position of the Northern Cabinet 
members. While there might be no possi- 
bility of a general strike in Northern Ireland, 
they must not forget that the majority of 
trade’ unionists in Northern Ireland were 
connected with trade unions whose head- 
quarters were in Great Britain. 

He was pleased to say that the relationship 
between employers and employés in Northern 
Ireland was of the most friendly character 
for many years, and he hoped that would 
continue. He pointed out that although a 
similar bill was passed in Great Britain, the 
relations of employers and employés in that 
country were never more favourable than 
they were at the present moment, and he did 
not foresee any different position in Northern 
Ireland when the bill under consideration 
became law. 


THE NEXT BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. Collins and Mr. Cahir Healy (Na- 
tionalists) supported the amendment. Mr. 
Healy said that he never heard, either inside 
or outside the House, anyone give a reason- 
able explanation for the need of this legisla- 
tion. Lord "othermere recently declared 
that the next Government in Great Britain 
would be a Labour administration. The 
Northern Government would not be in a@ 
strong position in negotiating with such a 
Government when they took advantage of an 
opportunity afforded here and made every 
effort to cut the throat of Labour. 

Mr. McAllister (Nationalist) said that the 
action of Labour in Northern Ireland during 
the recent general strike refuted the argu- 
ment that Labour in the North would act on 
the advice of the extremists of the Labour 
movement in Great Britain. 

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent 
Unionist) said that the Government had 
allowed themselves to be dragged into a diffi- 
cult position and to be used as tools in a 
movement about to be initiated to secure the 
reduction of wages in Northern Ireland. 
(“No. ) Every trade union in Norther! 
Ireland had protested against the measure. 
As an employer, he objected to this legisla- 
tion, which would, in his opinion, worsen the 
position of the working people. 

Mr. William Grant (Unionist Labour) sup- 
ported the retention of the clause. 

The amendment was defeated by 17 votes 
to 7. 

THE QUESTION OF COMPENSATION. 
Mr. Kyle moved a further amendment, the 
effect of which would be that, while a mem- 
ber did not come out on strike he could be 
retained in membership of his trade union, 
but would not be entitled to any compensa- 
tion. He maintained that the object of the 
clause was to support ‘‘ that most despicable 
creature, a blackleg,’’ and, if passed, would 
strike at the root of all trade unions and 
prevent them from managing their own 
affairs. 

The Minister of Labour denied that the 
effect of the clause would prevent the trade 
unions managing their own affairs. The 
Government thought that the Courts should 
have power either to restore a man to his 
trade union or pay him compensation. 

The amendment was defeated by 21 
to 7 
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CLAUSE 2 STANDS. 

On the question that Clause 2 stand part of 
the bill, Mr. Kyle said that whether the bill 
declared a strike illegal er not it would not 
prevent the workers uf Befast from going on 
strike at any time that they considered a 
strike necessary. 

Mr. Collins (Nationalist) said that the Go- 
vernment seemed to have forgotten that every 
member joined a trade union with his eyes 
open. He knew its rules, and took advantage 
of the trade union until a crisis came, and 
then, when he refused to join his fellows in a 
strike, he (Mr. Collins) did not see why such 
a woexer should get any compensation. 

The Minister of Labour said that the bill 
gave no protection to such a worker in an 
ordinary strike, but only in those cases where 
a strike was declared to be illegal by the 
Courts. 

The clause was carried by 22 votes to 6. 


THE RIGHT TO PICKET. 

On the motion that Clause 3 stand part of 
the bill, Mr. Kyle said that the clause referred 
to picketing. The Act of 1906 gave a certain 
degree of legality to picketing, and this 
clause put them in such a position that it 
would be impossible for a trade unionist to 
carry on a. perfectly legal — The 
clause went further, for not only was ordinary 
picketing prevented, but it inserted what in- 
timidation meant in regard to picketing, 
namely—‘‘ to cause in the mind of a person 
a reasonable apprehension of injury either 
to himself or any member of his family,” or 
injury in respect of his business or occupation 
or employment or any source of income. 

That, declared Mr. Kyle, was so wide that 
it would cover almost anything, and the fine 
for such an offence was £20 or three months’ 
imprisonment. Any person who thought that 
another ‘looked crooked’ at him could 
and complain on that person, and he would 
be liable under the section. In South Wales 
several women were put in jail for saying 
“Bah” to a blackleg. Now they had not 
even got to say “ Bah’’; the blackleg had 
only to think that they meant ‘‘ Bah.’’ There 
was, he pointed out, nothing in the clause to 
prevent an employer sending round a black list 
to other employers of those who were staunch 
trade unionists, with the view of preventing 


them being employed. 
Mr. A. Donnelly (Nationalist) objected to 


the clause. 

Mr. Collins (Nationalist) also regarded the 
clause as too wide and too loosely framed. If 
a man only winked at another, it might be 
regarded as intimidation. 

he Attorney-General said that the mem- 
bers opposite were deliberately misreading 
and ge Coin aicí the clause. There was 
no attempt or intention of preventing argu- 
ment and persuasion, The clause only pro- 
hibited intimidation, which was a breach of 
the liberty of the subject. 

The clause was carried by 22 votes to 6. 

THE POLITICAL LEVY. 7 

Mr. Kyle, opposing Clause 4, said that this 
clause dealt with the political levy. Before a 
trade union can impose a levy of this kind 
they must have a majority on a ballot vote, 
and the levy never exceeded more than ls. 
per year. In addition, every member had an 
opportunity of contracting out of the political 
levy by signing a form. The clause in the 
new bill changed the procedure, and in future 
members of trade unions would have to 
contract in before the trade unions could 
collect this levy. 

The object of the clause was to try and 
cripple the trade unions, he declared, because 
the Labour Party in England had now

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DUBLIN CRIMINAL COURT 


MR. CARRIGAN'S ILLNESS. 

The regrettable illness of Mr. William 
Carrigan, K.C., yesterday caused the adjourn- 
ment until this morning of the Dublin Circuit 
Criminal Court at Green street. 

It was a subject of common comment yes- 
terday that while at the Central Criminal 
Court in Green street Mr. Carrigan shares 
the burdens of the day with a junior counsel, 
yet at the Circuit Court, with much the 
same class of cases to be dealt with, the 
Senior Prosecutor has no such assistance. 
Nobody appears to know why this is so. 

The result was illustrated in yesterday's 
adjournment of the Court, when the judge, 
the jurymen who had been summoned for the 
day, counsel and solicitors, the official staff 
of the Court, and the prisoners and traver- 
sers, all of whom were present, had to leave, 
only to return again this morning.

DR. STARKIE’S LECTURE. 

Lecturing in. Dublin yesterday on “ Pro- 
gressive Spain,’ Dr. Walter Starkie, 
F.,T.C.D., reviewed the advance made in 
Spain, not only from the economic and 
national, but also from the cultural and 
spiritual points of view. He described the 
change in forms of government, ending in a 
military dictatorship, which established order 
in the country, and he proceeded to discuss 
the success of the co-operative syndicates and 
the various hydro-electric schemes. He 
spoke of the strong bond between Spanish 
America and Spain, and detailed the objects 
of such societies as that ‘‘ For Spaniards 
Across the Seas.”

Last week, in Dáil Eireann, 
State Government opposed 
Redmond’s motion for an inquiry into the 
ex-Service grievances, and was 
defeated by two votes. President Cosgrave 
then held that the British Government 
would resent such an inquiry, but now he 
has accepted the Ddil’s decision. As he 
announced yesterday, his Government has 
appointed a Commission will 
investigate two matters—the ex-Service 
men’s claims against the British Govern- 
ment and their case (if such-a case exists) 
against their treatment at his own Govern- 
ment’s hands. It may be that in the 
circumstances which the Ddil’s vote 
created Mr. Cosgrave has taken the right 
course. The British Government will 
understand his difficulties; his refusal to 
sanction the proposed inquiry might have 
brought upon him the unjust reproach 
that he lacked sympathy with the ex- 
Service men. To-day he may publish the 
personnel of the Commission, and we 
hope, for two reasons, that his choice will 
be sound. In the first place, since it is 
important that the ex-Service men’s case 
shall be kept free from party politics, we 
should regret to find any leading 
politician among the Commission’s mem- 
bers. In the next place, every member 
of the Commission ought to combine 
knowledge of the ex-Service men’s affairs 
with business capacity and with readiness 
to work steadily and thoroughly during 
the next few weeks. Then, the sooner the 
Commission is able to present its report 
to Mr. Cosgrave, the sooner he will be able 
to open. the matter with the British 
Government; and delay will be undesir- 
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use of this anexpected chance, but here 
| their lack of cohesion is an obstacle. We 
believe that fewer than. one-quarter of 
them are members of the British Legion 
and that a majority belongs to no 
| organisation at all. To put their collective 
case before the new Commission will be 
both an urgent and a difficult problem. 

If the ex-Service men are wise, they 
will concentrate their energies upon their 
‘jaims against the British Government. 
Very fairly, the Free State Government 
challenges inquiry into the charge that 
it has discriminated against ex-Service 
men in the matter of employment; but, 
in the first place, Colonel Crosfield, 
Chairman of the British Legion, has dis- 
credited this charge, and, in the next 
place, the Free State. Government, how- 
ever willing, cannot create employment. 
It seems that the case against the British 
Government is twofold. Mr. P. W. Shaw 
has shown, in the Dáil, that all British 
obligations which concern pensions and 
the welfare of disabled men are fulfilled 
punctually and carefully; but other 
obligations—moral even when they are 
not strictly legal—have not been fulfilled. 
Despite the promise of “ houses for heroes,”’ 
thousands of the Free State’s ex-Service 
men are living to-day in slum tenements 
and half-ruined cottages. While schemes 
of assisted emigration are open to the ex- 
Service men of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, the very gift of “freedom” has 
deprived their Free State comrades of this 
means of escape from misery and: unem- 
ployment. It was nobody’s intention, we 
may be sure, that an accident of politics 
should defeat the Empire's gratitude, For 
the practical purposes of life, however, 
there is all the difference in the world 
an abstract and a_ concrete 
grievance. The value—and it should be 
enormous—of the new Commission: is that, 
as we hope, it will present Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Government with a well verified array of

Geneva’s Future. 


The suggestion that the Council of the 
League of Nations should hold one of its 
early meetings in Berlin is being canvassed 
eagerly in diplomatic circles. Hitherto 
the League has held all its meetings in 
Geneva, and some of its members are 
opposed strongly to any ‘change in this 
procedure. ' Others, however, take the 
view that a meeting Berlin would 
enhance the prestige of the League in 
Germany, where a strong body of public 
opinion is becoming increasingly sceptical 
concerning its value as an instrument of 
world peace. The League of Nations un- 
doubtedly has been losing ground. The 
conclusion of the treaty between France 
and Yugo-Slavia, amounting to a defen- 
sive and offensive alliance, indicates that 
there is a growing tendency among the 
Powers to ignore the League in all matters 
of vital importance to their own interests. 
Since the Vilna incident several years 
ago, when a Polish general seized this 
city and the League was forced to accept 
a fait accompli, the influence of Geneva 
m international affairs has been weaken- 
Zeligowski’s 
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ing, especially as General 
example was followed soon afterwards by 
Signor Mussolini at Corfu. The League 
of Nations, having no real sanctions at 
its disposal, has been unable to enforce 
any of its decisions, with the result that, 
while the Powers in general pay lip- 
service to its ideals, they calmly ignore it 
when anything of importance is at stake. 
When Germany was admitted to member- 
ship of the Council the position of the 
League was strengthened enormously, The 
close co-operation of Herr Stresemann 
with the British and French Foreign 
Ministers at Geneva gave new hope to 
those who had striven hard against con- 
tinual discouragement. Now, however, it 
seems that. Germany’s faith in the League's 
efficacy is waning, and the proposal to 
hold a meeting in Berlin is calculated to 
revive her enthusiasm. 

A strong League of Nations, enjoying 
the confidence of Europe, never was needed 
more badly than it is needed to-day; for 
after nine years of peace secret diplomacy 
is beginning once more to spin its evil 
web over the Continent. Nations are 
grouping themselves in opposing camps: 
old jealousies and feuds are being revived, 
and the professional mischief-makers 
already are talking gaily of “the next 
” This sort of talk is highly 
dangerous on a Continent which is 
littered with inflammable material. It 
makes nations suspicious of one another 
and helps to create unfortunate situations 
like that which exists at present between 
Italy and France. The relations between 
these two countries are anything but good. 
Italy still feels that she was betrayed by 
the Allies at the Peace Conference, when 
Messrs. Lloyd George and Clemenceau 
refused to honour the secret agreement 
of 1915 by which Italy was promised large 
accessions of territory. She has a very 
serious problem to face in the rapid ex- 
pansion of her population, which forces 
her to export at least 500,000 emigrants 
per annum. Italian immigrants are 
tumbling into Northern Africa at an 
alarming rate, and already in Tunisia 
they are beginning to outnumber the 
French. ‘ L’Italie doit s’étendre ou 
exploser,”’ said an Italian statesman 
recently. Ifshe had received the territory 
that was promised to her in Asia Minor 
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absorbed a large proportion of her surplus 
population ; but, as matters stand, she is 
crampec. terribly for space. The experience 
of Germany has taught Europe what to 
expect from a nation that is in this posi- 
tion, and, unless a friendly solution is 
found to the problems that ‘confront the 
new Italy, assuredly there will be trouble. 
The eague of Nations offers the best 
chance of ‘such a solution. Feeble as its 
power at present seems to be, there is no 
peaceful alternative. If the League of 
Nations fails, “the next war” will be 
merely a matter of time. 


The Glozel Finds. 


A report by an international com- 
mittee on the authenticity of the “ finds ’’ 
at Glozel is expected shortly. Those who 
read the statement by Mr. O. G. 8. Craw- 
ford, the well-known British archeologist, 
in The Times, will be prepared for the 
probable conclusions reached by that 
committee. It will be remembered that 
mysterious, inscribed tablets and other 
objects, purporting to be relics of a pre- 
historic settlement at Glozel, near Vichy, 
in Central France, have been put -forth 
and made the subject of a learned con- 
troversy, only less impassioned than an 
Irish general election. M. Salomon 
Reinach, .a veteran of archeological 
studies—best known, perhaps, for his re- 
searches in the Celtic period in Cis-alpine 
Gaul—lent the weight of his authority to 
the claims made for the relics. He dated 
certain of the alphabetic tablets at 4,000- 
5,500 B.C. Another expert, the Abbé 
Breuil, flatly declared that the engravings 
and weapons dug up from the earth at 
Glozel were modern forgeries. An em- 
bittered quarrel raged between supporters 
of the two savants, and it was significant 
that M. Reinach’s assistant in researches 
at the site of the discoveries was among 
those who sided with M. Breuil., Then a 
civil engineer repaired to Glozel and applied 
his peculiar knowledge to the problem, 
with the result that he was able to an- 
nounce that certain of the objects had 
been inserted in the earth at the place at 
which they were discovered by means of 
a concealed tunnel. This alone might be 
regarding as damning evidence, but Mr. 
Crawford supplies additional evidence of 
a circumstantial sort. He points out that 
in 1917 a pamphlet was published describ- 
ing finds made elsewhere, and containing 
illustrations which correspond suspiciously 
with the Glozel finds—as if some fabrica- 
or had drawn upon these pictures when 
designing his ingenious pastiches. Mr. 
Crawford declares that, if the excavations 
had been made by trained men, the nature 
of the earth would have revealed the 
falsity of the claims made for the dis- 
coveries. ‘‘ The study of soils,’’ he says, 
“As the first duty of an excavator; it is 
a lesson that he may learn from a good

His half-nomadic 
people and the black-attired, hurrying 
mill-workers of Northern England have a 
common interest. In Iraq cotton can be 
grown; in Lancashire it is-spun. Mutual 
economic alliance may mean raw material 
for Lancashire at an advantageous cost, 
and it may bring prosperity to hosts of the 
people in the land between the rivers. 
Thus the descendant of the Prophet and 
heir of an oriental throne serves his 
country in a fashion never conceived by 
the autocrats of old, and does his kingly 
work with ledger,

TERMINATION OF THE 
WAGES AGREEMENT. 

The Labour Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—The agreement governing conditions 
of employment in the woollen textile industry 
of the West Riding expires to-day. It has 
been terminated by the employers as a pre- 
liminary step to a claim for a substantial 
reduction. of wages, which has not yet been 
formulated. There have been negotiations 
with the operatives’ trade unions, in which 
the discussions have been mainly concerned 
with the state of trade and of employment, 
bu. they have not: produced agreement as 
to whether or not a reduction of wages can 
be avoided or must be regarded as an un- 
fortunate necessity, The operatives contend 
that the employers have not made out a case 
for the revision of the wage scales, and the 
employers, on their part, though insisting 
that a revision is imperative, have not indi- 
cated -what amount of revision they consider 
necessary, nor whether the revision should 
be on an equal seale throughout all sections 
of the industry. 

From to-day, therefore, the industry will 
be without a wages agreement, but, so far 
as the individual workpeople are concerned, 
ths existing conditions of employment will 
continue unless: and until they have been 
concluded in a legal way by the tendering of 
a week's notice.

DRESS TWEEDS. 

Mr, George McVi*'y, buyer for the firm of 
Ferrier, Pollock and Co., Dublin, stated that 
they traded in dress materials, their stocks 
of which were nearly all of British or foreign 
manufacture, the available Irish materials 
veing entirely unecitable for the present-day 
fashions. When the change came from 
tweeds {o> ladies’ wear the drish cloth manu 
facturers did not t: to cater‘for it. Recently 
some of them had submitted samples of their 
dress tweeds, but they could not get a 
demand for them. The trade now was in 
repps, gabardines and other cloths not made 
here. & 

In the 'tourr- of his evidence, he stated 
that the Irish dress-making trade was being 
hardly hit by the competition of Jew traders, 
w are constantly opening and closing shops 
where ma and costumes are sold at prices 
with which the home firms could not compete. 

Professor Whelehan—Is it because they are 
not careful about the financial side of thei 
business that they sell at prices which do not 
pay them? 

Witness—They must buy in some place 
where poor wages are paid for the making 
up of the goods. 

“ SLOW ' BUSINESS MEN. 

Mr. Peter Stewart, buyer of Pim Bros., 
Dublin, stated that his firm’s mantle and 
dress goods were. according to origin, 40 per 
é at, British, 40 per cent. Continental and 
20 per cent. Irish. The Irish manufacturers 
were not, in his opinion, pushing business. 
This year he had only one traveller from an 
Irish firm, and he gave him an order. 

Chairm:n—Do you expect that you will 
have calls from any of the others? 

Witness—They are slow about coming along. 
The goods should be in hands now for 
making up. 

Continuing, he said that if the tariff were 
put on their castomers would turn to im- 
ported made-up goods. The only little living 
that they had left was in the making-up of 
dress materials that they purchased for their 
trade, depending largely on people who 
wished to have their clothes made up here 
hy tailors or dressmakers. If the tariff were 
put on the cloths that they purchased they 
might shut down that particular department. 
Ouiside dressmakers to whom they gave their 
work. some of them with five or six workers, 
wo have nothing to do, and the appren- 
ticeship of girls to the dressmaking trade 
wonld be stopped. 

On the question of the Irish mills being in 
time able to turn out the materials in demand 
Tor ladies’ wear, he said that the highly 
developed English mills had been trying it 
for years and could not get near the cloths 
made in France. 

In a discussion as to the quantity of 
material used in the dressmaking trade, Mr. 
Stewart gave the interesting information that 
in the spring of 1926 the amount of material 
required for a lady’s costume was 64 vards, 
and in the spring of 1927 it was only 23 
vaids 

Profe8sor Whelehan—If your business con- 
tinues to progréss on those lines it is a 
vanishing business. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Stewart—It is sure to vanish if this 
tariff goes on. The 15 per cent. protection 
that the dressmaking industry now has would 
have to be raised to 33 1-3 per cent. if 
it is to stand where it is to-day. 

TAILORS’ OPPOSITION. 

The Opposition of the Merchant Tailors’ 
Association was put before the Commission 
by Mr. F. Thompson, of A. and F. Thompson, 
Westmoreland street, Dublin, and Mr. J. H. 
Daniels. oi Daniels and Sons. Cork. 

Mr. Thompson stated that about five per 
cent. of their customers asked for Irish suwit- 
ings, ‘of which they stocked a fair amount. 
There were many things, such asa variety of 
fine worsteds, that he was often asked for 
which they could not get at all of Irish 
manufacture. In tweeds the Irish article was 
slightly cheaper than, and as good as, the 
British, but other Irish cloths were more 
expensive and not so good in quality. He 
considered that the methods of the Irish 
manufacturers in pushing their goods were 
bad. Up to 1924 he was never called on by 
an Irish representative; in 1925 he had one, 
and in 1926 two calls. In contrast, he had 
calls from English woollen travellers with a 
tremendous range of samples from three to 
five times a week. The Irish wholesale 
houses seldom called with samples of Irish 
goods. Of late years those houses were not 
carrying the better class Irish cloths. 

Personally, he was inclined to push the 
sale of Trish material and had increased his 
use of it from 10 to 25 per cent., but he had 
to go to the trouble of getiing it. To im- 
prove the selling of the products of the Irish 
mills he suggested that the manufacturers 
should make proper arrangements with the 
Irish wholesalers and offer them special 
inducements to sell their goods. Failing 
that, the manufacturers, as an association, 
might start a wholesaler in business for the 
purpose of bringing the whole range of Irish 
mill products before the buyers. There was 
no doubt about it, but that there was now 
being produced a larger range of cloths suit- 
able for the middle class tailoring trade, but 
there was, as far as he knew, nothing made 


for the tailor whose trade was in the high- 
class ten to twelve guinea suit. 
THE VALUE OF COMPETITION. 
The improvement in the Irish cloths was, 
in his opinion, brought about by the severe 


competition from the other side. He had his 
doubts if the improvement in range and 
design would be maintained if the severity of 
that competition were removed, as it would 
he. by a protective tariff. It was only the 
competition of the English worsteds that 
induced the Irish manufacturers to take up 
thet branch of the trade. Now they were

ONE RESULT OF A TARIFF. 
Mr. Daniels, giving evidence as a merchant 
tailor and as Chairman of the Association, 
said that the imposition of the proposed 
tariff would mean an increase in the cost of 
the better class suit by from 25s. to 30s. to 
be paid by the consumer. On the other hand 
there was the position that the material for 
first grade suits was not made in this 
country. With the tariff a great namber of 
the customers for the best tailored suits 
would go to the other side and get what they 
wanted there. He did not like to use the 
ugly word “smuggling,” although it had 
been used earlier in the sitting by Professor 
Whelehan. 
Professor Whelehan—I casually introduced 
the word this morning, and, now that 
you have mentioned it, [| must sa 
that I do not think that it is an ugly word. 
I say that the educated person who. goes 
over to England with the deliberate intention 
of buying dutiable goods is as much a 
smuggler as the man who tries to land contra- 
band spirits. A man may be in London and 
buy a suit because he wants it, bat to go 
there with the intention of getting a suit 
that he actually does not want, and passing 
it off at the Customs here as a worn suit, does 
nothing except what is smuggling. It is a 
contemptible thing to do,

ford cord used by farmers and the working- 
classes was not. made here, nor were the 
livery cloths, of which a considerable quantity 
was used for making uniforms for hotel and 
theatre attendants, commissionaires, and such. 
That cloth tan about 30s. a yard, and the 
tariff would mean an additional £2 in the 
cost of a livery suit. 

Two-thirds of the material now in use in 
Ireland was made from yarn that had to be 
imported from Yorkshire. The worsted suit 
of supposed Irish manufacture was 66 per 
cent. English manufacture. Taking an average 
of three years, the imports of varns into this 
country amounted to a quarter million ster- 
ling, and that was used by the Irish woollen 
manufacturers who now asked for protection. 

YARN-SPINNING. 

Professor Whelehan remarked that all the 
fein Imported was not used in the woollen 
mills, 

Mr. Daniels replied that the manufacturers 
-had lots of time to start a yarnh-spinning mill, 
On the value of the imports of the material, 
i om of yarn would give employment 
to people in this country. That was an 
aspect of the question that the Commission 
might consider 

On another issue he said that much had 
been made of the handicap placed on the 
Irish manufacturers by the three years of 
disturbance in the country. Ever since 1882 
they had at regudar periods enjoyed senti- 


having Irish cloths. All that time they just 
rested on their oars and did nothing. That 
was the time that they should have tried to 
improve, and among other things to start the 
spinning of yarns. 

Another point made by the witness was 
that the Ivish cloths were not always correct 
to the normal trade width. Some were up 
to measure, but in many cases they were 1; 
to 2 inches short 

Mr. Thompson confirmed that statement 
from his own experience. 

Mr. Daniels, in the course of a long cross- 
examination by Professor Whelehau, said 
that the Irish cloths do not tailor well in the 
sense that. when fresh from the workmen’s 
hands, they did not look as if they were new, 
He agreed that the Irish heavy Cheviots gave 
the best wear, but the present-day public 
did not want them. 

Mr. Thompson added that even the best 
Irish-made worsted cloths do not press well, 
and because of some sponginess do not keep 
the crease as the English materials do. It 
was not a big point, but it told against the 
use of the Irish material in better-class trade, 

Professor Whelehan, at the end of the cross- 
examination, said that he was learning it 
more and more every day that the question 
of tarifis was not the simple business that 
some people seemed to think it was, When 
probing into it it was often impossible to 
know where one industry ended and another 
began, and the whole subject was very much 
involved, 

Mr. W. H. Mellon gave the Commission the 
objections of the Leinster Laundries’ Agsocia.- 
tion to the imposition of a tariff on cloths 
used in laundry work, and which are net 
made in this country. 

The Commission adjourned until 11 o'clock 
this morning. 
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THE LINEN GUILD’S SUCCESS. 

The Provost of Trinity College presided 
yesterday evening at the annual meeting of 
the supporters ot the Linen Guild in con- 
nection with Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital, 
Dublin. There was a large attendance in the 
board room of the hospital. 

Dr. de Burgh Daly read the honorary 
secretary s and honorary treasurer's reports. 

Miss Gladys 8. Good, the honorary secre- 
tary, reported that the Linen Guild had done 
much in adding to the comforts of the 
patients. Special praise was due to Lady 
Taylor and Mrs. Brittain and the large com- 
mittee who organised a dance, the proceeds 
of which amounted to £125. The money 
had been devoted to supplying a new pair 
of blankets to every bed in the hospital, 
including the children’s ward. The com- 
mittee desired to convey their thanks to the 
Governors for erecting a tablet in apprecia- 
tion of the work of Miss Haughton, who 
originated the Linen Guild movement in 
Dublin, and who, in 1906, started the first 
of them in Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital. She 
desired to thank Mrs. John Good for £10, 
part proceeds of chrysanthemum show, and 

Thornton, lady superintendent, for £37 
proceeds of a jumble sale. 

Miss Margnerite L. Hutton, honorary 
treasurer, reported that the receipts ol the 
Linen Guild for the year 1926 amounted to 
£276 18s. 8d., in addition to the balance of 
£5 14s. 8d. forward, a gratifving increase of 
£9' 18s. 10d. over the previous vear. She 
appealed for an increased membership of the 
Guild. 

THE GUILD’S GOOD WORK. 

The Provost, in moving the adoption of 
the report and the re-election of the Execu- 
tive Council, said that the Guild had done 
excellent work. The total receipts were con- 
siderably larger this year than last vear, but 
it was proper to point out that this was 
because of the proceeds of the dance 
organised by Lady Taylor and other ladies, 
to whom they were extremely obliged, but 
the fact remained that the funds for ordinary 
purposes were not quite so high as in the 
previous year. Dopations had increased, but 
really. the best way to deal with these 
matters was to incréase the membership of 
the Guild. He was sure that existing mem- 
bers could draw others into their net, and he 
recommended the members to do so. He had 
nothing but admiration. for the industry and 
skill of the ladies who had produced the 
mountain of linen that he had seen exhibited 
downsiau's. It was a vreat matter for: the 
hospital that such work was being done. 
They knew that all hospitals found it more 
difficult than they used to make ends meet. 
Increased expenses, wages. est of materials, 
necessary plant and _ scientific apparatus, 
which had become more complicated every 
vear and more expensive, made it hard for 
the hospital to meet its bills, and so the 
ladies of the Guild had done good work in 
relieving ‘the hospital and the Board. It had 
been of very great service. (Applause.) 

THE HOSP TAL AND TRINITY 
COLLEGE. 

Dr. R. K. Hanna seconded the motion and 
congratulated the Guild on the presence of 
the Provost in the chair. The connection 
of that. hospital with Trinity Coilege had 
always been very close, and it was 
very fitting that the new Provost should 
have attended that meeting as one of his 
earliest engagements after his appointment. 
The hospital had been served by a _ long 
succession of distinguished physicians and 
surgeons, but they had never a more dis- 
tinguished staff connected with the hospital 
than they had at the present moment. There 
was no question of the service that this 
hospital rendered to the community, He 
had always heard patients speak in the 
highest terms of the treatment that they had 
received from every official and every person 
connected with it. A great difficulty for the 
hospital had been solved by the institution 
of the Linen Guild, 

The motion was carried. 

VOTES OF THANKS. 
Dr. H. C. Drury proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Provost for acting as Chairman of 
the meeting. He said that the hospital was 
very proud of its connection with Trinity 
College. They had profited by it in the 
past, and hoped that they would continue to 
do so in the future. Most of the hospital's 
teachers were from Trinity College, and 
students, employés and anybody connected 
with Trinity College were nursed and looked 
after in Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital. He 
appealed for more members for the Guild. 
The Rev. M. F. Boylan, ©.C., Westland 
Row, seconded the motion, and said that they 
were very gratified at the presence of the 
Provost so soon after taking up his new 
duties, which must involve him in many 
other activities. He said that from his ex- 
perience he knew that the standard of work 
in that hospital was of the highest efficiency. 
He referred in laudatory terms to the Matron 
and nursing staff, and said that, apart from 
the very real work of the hospital in alleviat- 
ing the pain and suffering of patients, there 
were other things of necessity to be attended 
to there, material to hospital work, which 
so much contributed to the happiness and 
consolation of the friends of the patients, and 
he always found it a pleasure to come there 
and attend the patients. Great work in the 
past had been done by the Linen Guild. 
The Provost had made án appeal for a larger 
membership. He hoped that it would be 
realised, and he thanked the Provost for at- 
tending, wishing him success and happiness 
in his high office.
